Police chase ends

Four teenagers are facing 
charges after police de¬ 
ployed a spike belt to help 
end a car chase on Sunday 
morning.

As the sun cast morning shad¬ 
ows on Sunday, about 100 
people gathered outside Prov¬ 
ince House to remember those 
who were injured or killed on 
the job. 

Paulette Raymond, who lost 
her brother to a workplace ac¬ 
cident, was among those who 
spoke at the annual Day of 
Mourning ceremony. 

With tears in her eyes, she 


recounted how her brother, 
Tommy Raymond, was crushed 
under a tractor-trailer in 2009 
while working at a Halifax con¬ 
tainer pier. 

“(The Day of Mourning is) 
an extremely sad place to come 
but if speaking about his death 
will just help one person go to 
work the next day and maybe 
work a little safer, that’s my 
goal,” said Raymond. 

As Raymond spoke to the 
crowd, behind her 32 small 
Nova Scotia flags fluttered in 
the wind. The flags represented 
the 32 people who died in 2012 
on the job in Nova Scotia — an 
increase from the 27 deaths the 
year before. 

In light of those numbers, 
Raymond doesn’t think much

has changed in terms of work¬ 
place safety since her brother’s 
death. She said her brother’s 
old workplace has imple¬ 
mented a few new safety pro¬ 
cedures, but “it doesn’t make 
us miss him any less.” 

“We need to start paying 
attention to these deaths,” she 
added. 

She believes workplace safe¬ 
ty needs to be addressed in the 


school system, as kids hunt for 
their first part-time jobs. 

“We need to reach those 
kids ... and have them grow up 
to be the adults that are in turn 
going to work safely and teach 
eveiyone around them to do 
the same.” 

Behind the ceremony, a 
construction crew and a crane 
were hard at work. Leonard 
Preyra, MLA for Halifax-Citadel 
and Sable Island, spoke to the 
crowd on behalf of Premier 
Darrell Dexter and remarked of 
the backdrop. 

“It’s just striking to see them 
... working out here under con¬ 
ditions that I guess for them 
would be relatively safe but to 
me looks pretty dangerous,” he 
said. 


Court. Preliminary hearing set for man accused of confining teen 



The preliminaiy hearing for 
a man accused of sexually as¬ 
saulting and confining a teen¬ 
age boy is set to begin Monday 
in Bridgewater. 

David James Leblanc is fa¬ 
cing seven charges in relation 
to an incident last year in Up¬ 
per Chelsea, where a 16-year- 
old boy claimed he was held 
captive and sexually abused for 
about a week. 

The hearing will determine 
if there is enough evidence to 
proceed to trial. 


In Januaiy, defence lawyer 
Mike Taylor said the case could 
be complicated by the death of 
Wayne Cunningham, who was 
also accused in the matter. 

Taylor says his client wants 
to be tried in Supreme Court 
before a judge and jury. 

A police investigation began 
last September after a woman 
told police a barefoot boy, 
with chains around his wrists, 
showed up at her door asking 
for help.

Report on snow 
removal offers 
no middle ground

A report on bumping up dead¬ 
lines for snow removal at HRM 
bus stops offers a low-budget 
and higher-priced option — 
but not much in between. 

The report, which is going 
to regional council on Tuesday, 
says the standard for clearing 
bus stops could be lowered to 
48 hours from 72 hours after 
the snow ends, for an addition¬ 
al cost of about $250,000.

Father of Rehtaeh Parsons rejects 
report questioning sex-assault case 


Rehtaeh Parsons’ father is 
taking issue with a news¬ 
paper report that cites weak¬ 
nesses in the case against 
boys her family says sexually 
assaulted her, writing that 
the Criminal Code “states 
pretty clearly that what hap¬ 
pened ... is called rape.” 

Parsons, 17, took her own 
life this month. Her family 
alleges she was sexually as¬ 
saulted by four boys in 2011 
and that a digital photograph 
of the incident was shared 
around her school. 

The case has garnered 
national and international 
attention, with many accus¬ 
ing the education and justice 
systems of failing the teen. 

Citing information from 
unidentified sources close to 


the inves¬ 
tigation, a 
National 
Post re¬ 
port says 
Parsons in¬ 
itially told 
police she 
had con¬ 
sensual sex 
with two of 
four boys 
at a party 
in November 2011, but was 
sexually assaulted by a boy. 

The report says that in a 
second statement to police 
about two weeks later, Par¬ 
sons said she had told the 
two boys “No” and tried to 
get them off her. 

On his blog, Glen Canning 
says his daughter was so in¬ 


toxicated at the time that she 
was getting sick and didn’t 
remember clearly what had 
happened. 

Canning says he agrees 
there are two sides to the 
story, but the fact his daugh¬ 
ter was intoxicated changes 
the interpretation of what 
happened that night. 

“So in the end all we’re 
left with is the Criminal Code 
of Canada that states pretty 
clearly that what happened 
to Rehtaeh Parsons is called 
rape,” her father writes in his 
online post. “Even if there 
was consensual sex before 
Rehtaeh passed out and got 
sick, once she was in that 
state consent is no longer 
there.”

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Boston. FBI investigating 
whether bombing suspects 
got training: Lawmaker 


The FBI is investigating in the 
United States and overseas 
to determine whether the 
suspects in the Boston Mara¬ 
thon bombing received train¬ 
ing that helped them cariy 
out the attack, the chairman 
of the U.S. House Homeland 
Security Committee said on 
Sunday. 

Rep. Michael McCaul spoke 
a day after U.S. officials dis¬ 
closed that Russian author¬ 
ities secretly recorded a tele¬ 
phone conversation in 2011 in 
which one of the two brothers 
suspected in the attack, Tam¬ 
erlan Tsarnaev, vaguely dis¬ 
cussed jihad with his mother. 

The father of the Tsarnaev 
brothers, meanwhile, said 
from Russia on Sunday that 
he is postponing a trip to the 
U.S. because of poor health. 

Tsarnaev, 26, died in a po¬ 
lice shootout. His younger

Prison interview with

Target. Shooting 
comes as Italy’s new 
government is sworn in 


An unemployed bricklayer 
shot two Italian policemen in 
a crowded square outside the 
prime minister’s office in Rome 
on Sunday just as Italy’s new 
government was being sworn 
in, investigators said. 

The gunman’s intended tar¬ 
get was politicians, but none 
were in the square so he shot at 
the Carabinieri paramilitaiy po¬ 
lice, Rome Prosecutor Pierfihp- 
po Laviani told reporters, citing 
what he said were the suspect’s 
own words. 

Mired in recession and 
suffering from soaring un¬ 
employment, Italy has been 
in political paralysis since an 
inconclusive Februaiy election. 
Social and political tensions 


have been running high among 
voters divided between centre- 
left, conservative and anti-gov¬ 
ernment political parties. 

Sunday was supposed to be 
a hopeful day when the debt- 
ridden nation finally got a new 
government to solve its many 
problems. But shots rang out 
in Piazza Colonna near a busy 
shopping and strolling area 
shortly after 11:30 a.m., just 
as Prime Minister Enrico Letta 
and his new ministers were 
taking their oaths at the Quir- 
inal presidential office about a 
kilometre away. 

The shooting panicked tour¬ 
ists and locals in the square, 
whose centrepiece is a tow¬ 
ering second-centuiy ancient 
Roman column honouring 
Emperor Marcus Aurelius. 
Rome was packed Sunday with 
people enjoying the last day of 
a four-day weekend.

Eight convicted on 
terror-related 
charges in 
Saudi Arabia 

A Saudi court has convicted 
eight men on terrorism- 
related charges, including 
plotting attacks on an oil 
refineiy, the official Saudi 


news agency says. 

The defendants, seven 
Saudis and one Yemeni, 
were given prison sentences 
ranging from four months to 
eight years. 

The Saudi Press Agency 
reported Sunday that all eight 
were barred from travelling 
abroad for at least one year 
after their release. 

Saudi Arabia runs a 
rehabilitation program that 


aims to dissuade militants 
from fighting alongside al- 
Qaida. 

An audio recording re 
leased this month by al-Qaida 
in the Arabian Peninsula 
urged Saudis to revolt against 
the kingdom for allowing 
U.S. drones to launch mis¬ 
sions from its soil and strike 
militants in neighbouring 
Yemen.

Algeria. President’s 
mini-stroke could mean 
wide open elections 


The mini-stroke suffered by 
Algeria’s president has cast 
fresh doubt on his perceived 
ambition to run for a fourth 
term next year as leader of 
one of Africa’s largest and 
richest countries. 

The possibility that 
President Abdelaziz Boutef- 
lilca, 76, could step down 
might open up Algeria’s long- 
stagnant politics. 

Bouteflilca on Saturday 
had a brief blockage of a ce¬ 


rebral blood vessel known as 
a transient ischemic attack, 
which authorities said he 
quickly recovered from and 
had no lasting complications. 

Bouteflilca was elected in 
1999 to a countiy that had 
been savaged by years of 
civil war with Islamists. He is 
widely credited with ending 
the war and putting the coun¬ 
tiy back on its feet, aided by 
soaring energy prices.

Garment plant tragedy. 

Fugitive businessman 
captured in border 
town, meanwhile rescue 
efforts halted after fire 
breaks out in rubble 


The fugitive owner of an illegal¬ 
ly constructed building that 
collapsed and killed at least 377 
people was captured by com¬ 
mandos as he tried to flee into 
India. 

At the disaster site, mean¬ 
while, fire broke out in the 
rubble and forced authorities to 
suspend the search for surviv¬ 
ors temporarily. 

Mohammed Sohel Rana was 
arrested Sunday in the western 
border town of Benapole, said 
Jahangir Kabir Nanalc, junior 
minister for local government. 

Rana was brought back 


by helicopter to the capital of 
Dhaka where he faced charges 
of negligence. Rana’s capture 
was announced by loudspeaker 
at the disaster site, drawing 
cheers and applause from 
those awaiting the outcome of 
a continuing search-and-rescue 
operation for survivors of Wed¬ 
nesday’s collapse. 

Many of those killed worked 
at clothing factories in the 
building, known as the Rana 
Plaza. The collapse was the 
deadliest disaster to hit the gar¬ 
ment industry in Bangladesh 
that is worth $20 billion annu¬ 
ally, supplies global retailers 
and is a mainstay of the econ¬ 
omy. 

The fire that broke out late 
Sunday night sent smoke pour¬ 
ing from the piles of shattered 
concrete and halted some of 
the rescue efforts — including 
a bid to free a woman who was 
found trapped in the rubble.

Food safety. Beef industry 
to propose using irradiation 


Canada’s beef industiy is about 
to ask the federal government 
to approve the use of irradia¬ 
tion in meat-processing plants 
to kill dangerous E. cob bacteria 
in a full range of meat products. 

The Canadian Cattlemen’s 
Association says it is updating 
an application that was first 
made to Health Canada in 
1998 for ground beef, but was 
turned down because of public 
concerns. Irradiation involves 
bombarding meat with radiant 
energy similar to X-rays. 


“Food irradiation is likely 
the most effective interven¬ 
tion remaining that we don’t 
already use. And when you 
add irradiation, on top of the 
existing food safety system, 
we could essentially eliminate 
E.-coli-related illness from beef 
products,” said Mark Klassen, 
the association’s director of 
technical services. 

“Our proposal now is saying 
we would like to get permission 
to irradiate any kind of beef.”

Bitcoin dealers 
navigate unknown

Canadians buying and 
selling an emerging digital 
currency are running afoul 
of established banks and 
operating in uncharted 
territory for financial 
regulators.

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MACINTOSH CASE NEEDS INQUIRY 


So federal Justice Minister Rob Nicholson 
isn’t the tiniest bit curious/concerned/ap¬ 
palled about what went wrong, and why, 
and what needs to be done to make sure it 
doesn’t happen again. 

Last week, the Supreme Court of Canada 
threw out Fenwick Macintosh’s 2011 con¬ 
viction on 18 charges of sexual assault and 
gross indecency, not because he didn’t do 
terrible deeds to at least four boys back in 
Port Hawlcesbury in the 1970s, but because 
the federal justice department, Canada 
Customs, Passport Canada, the Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs, the RCMP and 
Nova Scotia’s Public Prosecution Service 
botched his case so badly that Macintosh’s 
rights had been violated beyond the possibility of a fair 
trial. 

The minister sees no need for a public inquiry. 

Really? 

After the boys came forward with their allegations as 


adults in the 1990s, the RCMP investigated. 
Officers laid charges in December 1995. By 
then, however, Macintosh had left Canada 
for a job in India. 

It took the Mounties a full year and a 
half to alert Canada Customs to watch for 
him. It took another year for Nova Scotia’s 
prosecution service to ask Ottawa to ask 
India to send him home to Canada for trial. 
And then another five years — yes, five, 
count ’em! — for Ottawa to prepare the 
extradition request. And — hold it, we’re 
not even half done yet — another three 
years for Ottawa to deliver the request to 
New Delhi. 

During this time, Macintosh, a known 
fugitive from Canadian justice, got his passport renewed 
twice. When Passport Canada turned down one applica¬ 
tion, Macintosh appealed. 

Passport Canada didn’t show up at the hearing; a feder¬ 
al court judge “temporarily” overturned its decision. 


What went wrong? It would be helpful to know

Passport Canada apparently never followed up. 

In fact, Macintosh travelled back and forth between 
India and Canada on at least three occasions without even 
being questioned by authorities.

Nova Scotia Premier Darrell Dexter has promised an 
“eyes wide open” inquiry into the province’s role in all of 
this, which is welcome. 

But given all of the federal agencies involved, it isn’t 
nearly good enough.

Boost for ailing 
language. Native 
American tongue will 
receive much-needed 
attention as it's rarely 
used in the movies 


The classic 1977 film that 
launched a science fiction em¬ 
pire and revealed the force 
within a farm boy who bat¬ 
tles evil has been dubbed in 
Japanese, French, Spanish and 
about a dozen other languages. 
Add Navajo to the fist. 

Manuelito Wheeler, the dir¬ 
ector of the Navajo Nation Mu¬ 
seum who reached out to Lu- 
casfilm Ltd. with the idea, has 
a veiy good feeling about this. 
He sees it as entertaining, edu¬ 
cational and a way to preserve 
the Navajo language at a time 
when fewer tribal members are 
speaking it. 

“That’s the beauty of what 
we’re doing; we’re teaching 


Navajo language to anybody 
who wants to learn the Navajo 
language,” Wheeler said. “I find 
that veiy rewarding and some¬ 
what ironic. We went from a 
country that wanted to limit 
our language, to the Navajo 
language saving our country 
through Code Talkers, to our 


language being part of a major 
motion picture.” 

Aboriginal languages on 
the big screen are a rarity.

“I’m told that I have a 
dark sense of humour,” says 
Bydlowska. “I don’t know if 
I did it consciously, but you 
need a bit of relief.”

if her breast milk was safe 
to drink, hiding bottles of 
vodka in her son’s stroller 
and fighting with her part¬ 
ner, author and newspaper 
columnist Russell Smith. 

After three and a half 
years of sobriety, Bydlowska 
had a drink at a friend’s 
wedding in Warsaw before 
she knew she was pregnant. 

She relapsed into full¬ 
blown alcoholism with a 
glass of champagne follow¬ 


ing the birth of her son. 

She does wonder about 
what her son will think 
when he reads the book. “I 
certainly have this idea of 
him being a 13- or 14-year- 
old and throwing it at the 
wall,” she says. 

“My hope is that he’ll 
read it with an open mind 
and an open heart. It’s a 
memoir, but it’s also a form 
of (making) amends.”

What did you consider when 
updating this book? 

I think it’s critical, when people 


want information about their 
health and pregnancy, that 
the information is up-to-date. I 
looked at eveiy part of it to add 
new information, including 
how the science has changed. 
I think one of the more excit¬ 
ing areas for this population of 
pregnant women is the things 
we’re learning about genetics 
and genetic counseling. 

What are the best parts about 
pregnancy at this age? 

They’re more informed, and 
they’re more aware of potential 
risks and problems. They have 
taken good care of themselves 
— if you compare that to an 
18-year-old who wasn’t tiying 
to get pregnant, then it be¬ 
comes clear that we don’t need 
to be scared to death of these 
pregnancies. 

What do women find most 
useful about this book? 

The most important thing is 
being armed with accurate in¬ 
formation so that when they 
visit their doctors they can ask 
the appropriate questions. The 
other thing is reassurance. For 
any woman and any couple, 
being pregnant is scaiy — the 


book reassures women that 
these are normal things that 
are happening. 

What are some of the field’s 
most important new medical 
advances? 

One of the most exciting advan¬ 


ces is all that has happened in 
ultrasound technology. Ultra¬ 
sound has gotten so good, there 
are so many things we can do 
to evaluate the baby and help 
with the pregnancy. 

What should expectant 


couples keep in mind during a 
pregnancy? 

I think it’s always important 
to remember to enjoy the mir¬ 
acle of birth. So, make sure you 
enjoy the excitement, the fun 
and the miracle of having a 
baby.

workers, says Donna Steven¬ 
son, a business coach and re¬ 
cruiter who’s studied the issue. 

Stevenson surveyed 100 sen¬ 
ior leaders and human resource 
managers across the countiy 
who told her baby boomers are 
reluctant to share their work¬ 
place expertise. 

“This failure to pass on the 
torch will leave wastelands of 
organizational know-how as 


50 per cent of baby boomers 
prepare to retire over the next 
seven years.” 

Since many senior man¬ 
agement positions are held by 
boomers, and since the next 
group, known as Generation X 
(those bom in the early ’60s to 
early ’80s), is too small to pick 
up the slack, it will be left to 
Generation Y (those bom after 
the early ’80s to 2000s) to do so. 


“I was under the impression 
Generation Y didn’t want to 
learn and that’s not true at all,” 
says Stevenson. “They want 
to move ahead. What we’re 
pitching is the need for organ¬ 
izations to have a leadership 
legacy.” 

Her research also found that 
less than 25 per cent of com¬ 
panies have succession plan¬ 
ning in place. 


The whys and the hows 


Why are boomers less inclined 
to help younger workers? Here 
are four reasons that Steven¬ 
son’s research identified, as 
well as how Gen Ys can over¬ 
come them and get a boomer 
boss to share their workplace 
expertise. 

• Boomers fear not being 
needed anymore. Steven¬ 
son recommends younger 
employees use their tech¬ 
nology related skills as bait. 
“Find boomers who are in 
roles you'd like and offer 
to help them learn social 
media skills, even if it's so 
they can communicate with 
their grandkids.” 

• Boomers lack the time 
and resources to mentor. 

Stevenson says what they're 
really saying is they don't 
know how to mentor. As a 
Gen Y employee trying to 
overcome this, get involved 
in a work project that will 
have a significant influence 
over the organization. By 


participating you’re bound 
to at least pick up pointers 
from senior staff and per¬ 
haps even plant the seed for 
a mentoring relationship. 

There’s no mentoring mo¬ 
tivation within the organ¬ 
ization. Gen Y subordinates 
should be more flexible in 
being available for senior 
leaders, says Burlington- 
based recruiter Claire 
Gibson. Try to find projects 
that you can collaborate on. 
Again, use your digital skills 
to turn boomers’ heads. 

There’s no one in the 
organization worth men¬ 
toring. This probably points 
to organizations that have 
poor mentoring cultures. 
Gen Y workers should try 
to find organizations that 
foster senior leaders who 
coach and guide. Ask dur¬ 
ing the interview process 
how the organization 
cultivates its mentors, says 
Gibson.

Development, helps you navi¬ 
gate the new system: 

Talk to the robots (mostly) 

Do: Maximize keyword 
searching 

“Say they’re looking for a can¬ 
didate who’s detailed, can com¬ 
municate and is a good editor,” 
Steinfeld says. “When they get

resumes, they’ll search the sys¬ 
tem for those keywords. If you 
don’t have those words on your 
resume, even if those skills are 
displayed differently, your re¬ 
sume is likely not to be identi¬ 
fied.” 

Don’t: Go overboard 

“I recently heard an interest¬ 
ing stoiy: There were 10 open¬ 
ings in this company and one 
person’s resume was identified 
with eveiy keyword search, 
though the jobs were complete¬ 
ly different. The candidate in¬ 
cluded keywords for every job, 
made the text white [so it was 
disguised] and put the resume 
over [that text]. They tossed the 
resume when they learned of 
the stunt. 


Numbers game 


Quantify your results 


• “If you’ve worked on a 
project and there are 
quantifiable results, 
provide the numbers,” 
she says. “Employers are 
into analytics; having an 
actual measure of your 
success can really help. 


Old is new: Send a fax 

“Especially when applying to 
small organizations, fax your 
resume. Most offices still have 
a machine and — guess what? 
— it never rings,” Steinfeld 
says. “I’ve noticed that in my 
own office, when the fax ma¬ 
chine rings, people wonder, 
‘What could that be?’ It could 
be your resume. It sounds 
crazy, but the reality is, I test 
this out all the time with em¬ 
ployers and they say, ‘Yeah, if 
I get a resume over the fax ma¬ 
chine, I’m curious.’ Say, ‘I also 
sent this online, but I wanted 
to make sure it got into your 
hands.’”

Here’s an interesting statistic: 
The Halifax Mooseheads have 
enjoyed more time waiting to 
play opponents in this year’s 
playoffs then actually playing 
them. 

Think about it: Sweeps in 
each of the first three rounds 
lasting all of six days apiece, 
totalling 18 days. 


Then there is the rest per¬ 
iod. After the first round, eight 
days off. Round 2, a nine-day 
break. And now, as they gear 
up for Game 1 of the QMJHL 
final at the Metro Centre on 
Friday, the Mooseheads are in 
the midst of a seven-day layoff. 

All told, 24 days away from 
the grind that is playoff hock¬ 
ey. 

“It’s good at this time of the
